THE HANKOW CONCESSION: 
Cabled summaries were pubilshed 
a month ago of an important letter 


to the Wandoa Times on British 


Policy i in China,, strongly urging the, 
retention of present safeguards and 
the resumption of British control 
of the Hunkow Settlement. ‘We 
publish below the full text of the 


4 letter aod the list ob its signatories. 


It states:— 


“In view of the i increasing disorder 
in China, which is so seriously pre- 
judicing Hritish trade, and the like- 
lihood of the situation there becom- 
ing the subject of questions’ in 
Parliament, the China Committee, 
which represents all sections, of our 
commerce in China, would be glad 
if you would allow ‘the undersigned 
to*give their views in regard to the’ 
dificult problems which -China -pre- 


,| sents, 


These views have not been form. 
a without reference to the exist- 
ence of' larger issues. We appre- 
for example, the changed 
by the Washington Conference. Or 
to take another example, we are 
mindful of the possible- reaction of 
Chinese .on European -_ affairs 
through ‘Russia. ‘And, néedless to 
say, We are profoundly ‘conscious 
of. other economic and © political 
+| changes made in European life by 
the war. Chinese nationalism is 
another factor to which we have 
done qur best to give due considera- 
tion. 
have practical knowledge, know- 
ledge which has impreseed on us 
the necessity for taking long views 


and for supporting “a ‘policy . of |» 


liberality . in’- our dealings _ with 


China. 
- Harm From The Hankow 
Agreement, 
Within the-grounds thus limited 
and ciedred the first. opinion we 


desire to express is that, unt! Chit 


nese nationalism is able to furnish 
more evidence of constructive and’ 
administrative capacity than.it has 
0 far given, .the safeguards under 
which Hritish trade has hitherto 
been conducted ought. not to be 
further weakened. The dissolution’ 
ot the British Concession at Han- 
kow has proved extremely harmful 
to British commercial interests 
there and throughout the Yangtsze 
Valley. The safeguards represent- 
ed by other Concessions ought for 
the time being to be maintained. 
Negotiations hive been begun for 
radical changes inthe status of the 
British Concession at Tientsin. We 

think''that they should not be con- 
tinued. With the safeguards repre- 
sented bythe Concessions we asso- 
ciate certain others—extra-terri- 
toriality, foreign administration: of 
the Customs, and the rights and 
facilities hitherto recognized in 
teapect of the eale and purchase of 
goods in tHe ‘interior and’ of the 
riverine and ‘coastal carrying trade. 
‘Secondly, we feel assured that an 
abiindonment’ of these safeguards 
and. rights’ would be more’ danger- 
ous to our trade than boycott, dan- 
Koreus as that has proved itself. to

of these safeguards leaves ample 
scope for the prosecution. of -a 
liberal policy towards China and 
for Chinese nationalism to prove, 
ite qualities. .We are in favour of 
increases. in the import tariff pro- 
vided’ such increases are ‘borne by 
the nationals of other Powers,
